Since the Post En- 
quirer collapsed, you haven't no- 
ticed any rush of billionaires to 
start a new paper to break the 
monopoly the Knowlands hold. 

As times goes on, however, it is 
be assumed, or at least hoped, that 
monopolistic dailies will have more 
competition in the realm of both 
news and ideas such as the Oak- 
Say Tribune has in our own little 
Zast Bay Labor Journal. 

After all, a paper doesn’t have to 
weigh many pounds, or have many 
pages, or come out every day, in 
order to mitigate, at least, the 
miasma emanated from a big mo- 
nopolistic daily’s factory. The edi- 
tors of the Tribune-watch our own 
small paper, and are influenced by 
it, and would watch closely other 
small papers if edited vigorously 
and if these small papers empha- 
sized news the Trib deftly buries.

HOOVER DOUBLETALK | 


Mr. Herbert Hoover, for whom we have proper respect as 
an ex-President of the United States, but for whose record 
as a statesman our admiration is scarcely excessive, is having 
a good showing just now in books and magazines. 


You hardly can approach a newsstand now without seeing | 
a \Yaming quarter card announcing that the Great Engineer| 
is making some “revelation” or other somewhere. | 


Writing books and magazine articles is a thoroughly legiti- | 
mate activity for ex-Presidents. Naturally a man writes on his | 
own side, and tries to aim his typographical arrows or his 
broadcast tornadoes in such a way that they'll help his party, 
which made him President, make the grade in the current 
election. | 


Nevertheless, some of us who happen not to be wheel-| 
horses in Mr. Hoover's party of depression, denuniciation, | 
and decline, get a little weary sometimes of Mr. Hoover's 
double talk based on a double standard of public morality ~ 
the expectation of perfection in the Democrats, and the con- 
venient forgetting of public immorality in the party of Hoover, 
Harding, Fall, and the current McCarthy who writes $10,000 
articles for corporations he’s investigating as a Senator. | 

One of those who gets tired of Mr. Hoover's application 
ot the double standard to public immorality is the outspoken 
Professor Arthur Schlesinger Jr. of Harvard. Said Professor 
Schlesinger recently: 

“How much more stirring Mr. Hoover's attack on official 
corruption might have been had he chosen to make it when it 
really counted—that is, a generation ago, when he was a 
member of the cabinet of President Warren G. Harding. 

“Far from objecting to official corruption then, Mr. Hoover | 
sat in entire complacency as Secretary of Commerce, while 
his colleague, the Secretary of the Interior, sought to loot the 
Government of sums which make the deep freezers and free 
hotel bills of the Truman Administration vanish into insig- 
nifance. 

“Not only did Mr. Hoover fail to register any public ob- 
jection to Secretary of the Interior Fall, or to Attorney 
General Harry Daugherty, or to any other Harding crony, but 
on March 12, 1923, eight days after Fall’s hasty resignation| 
from the Interior Department, Hoover wrote to him: ‘In my 
recollection, that department has never had so constructive 
and legal a headship as you gave it. I trust the time will come 
eae private affairs will enable you to return to public 
ife. 

Professor Schlesinger is so unkind as to point out that Mr. 
Fali's “constructive and legal headship” of the Interior De- 
partment eventually caused him to be sent to the penitentiary. 

Professor Schlesinger concluded his statement with this: 

“Mr. Hoover’s current appearance as a guardian of the 
public morals assumes that the American people have com- 
pletely forgotten the indisputable facts of his public record.” 


Well, we fear that not only have many Americans ‘“‘for- 
gotten the indisputable facts” but that many others, younger 
Americans, never even heard of these indisputable facts. Cer- 
tainly the daily press, which so loyally supported, on the 
whole, the party of Harding, Hoover, and penitentiary-Fall, 
has never gone to too much trouble to remind the American 
people of those indisputable facts. 

It is our jobs as labor people, and as liberals believing in 
honest government for the people of this country, to work at 
this job of reminding all we meet of those facts. 


MANAGEMENT DAY! 


Sam,Dawson, writing in the Oakland Tribune from New) 
York, told of ‘a resolution being tossed in the congressional 
hopper to set aside a Monday in December for paying tribute 
to the boss.” 

Dawson goes on to explain. 

“Management Day, it would be called. Just as the first 
Monday in September is set aside for honoring labor, so 
the second Monday in December would be dedicated to 
management.” 

The move is part of the general effort to persuade forement 
and strawbosses in general that they should look with con-| 
tempt upon labor, and have nothing to do with labor unions. 

The scheme originated in the Foreman’s Digest, a maga- 
zine supposed to be for foremen and supervisors in industry. 

Congressman William B. Widnall of New Jersey, a Repub- 
lican—odd coincidence that he’s a Republican!—says in his 
resolution that to management should go the credit for ‘‘the 
greatest part of the planning, the supervision, and the inge- 
nuity that are the very basis of our national high levels of 
productivity and prosperity.” 

Certainly organized labor cannot complain if management 
asks for its share of credit in the running of the country. 
Until labor began to wake up and claim its own place in the 
sun, as a matter of fact, noboby but management and owner- 
ship got any credit at all. If labor is now getting one sixteenth 
million part of the credit for building up this country, it is 
only natural that management should become alarmed, and 
begin yelling, “Hey, wait for me, I'm here too!” 

We'll go still farther and suggest that the tenth Monday in 
December be observed as Millionaire Loafers Day. We're 
always being told what a wonderful thing it is to have mil- 
lionaires around to invest money in things, or rather, to have 
their attorneys and investment clerks invest their money for 
them, so that we labor people can have jobs. 

If this Management Day is set aside and observed, you can 
be sure it will be observed with a bang. Radio, the dailies, 
television, the rightist branch of Congress, and all the other 
propaganda agencies will turn out in force to honor the great, 
day. This might be a good thing for organized labor. It might 
remind us not only that we have a day of our own, Labor 
Day, the first Monday in September, but that it might be a 
good thing to observe it with parades and notable ceremonies, 
instead of just making it one more holiday weekend.

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Even a Pest Can Serve 
A Purpose, It Says Here 


TO US IN CALIFORNIA, ants 
are an unmitigated pest and nuis- 
ance. But according to the Cali- 
fornia Citrus Grower, in other 
parts of the world many kinds of 
ants are the friend of man. 

Many kinds of ants destroy in- 
sects that prey on plants. In Ger- 
many certain forest ants are con-| 
sidered beneficial and to destroy 
them unlawful. In India ants 
are used in warehouses to check} 
the termite damage. 

In Java ants protect mango 
groves from weevils, and in China 
citrus growers use ants against 
caterpillars. They purchase ant 
nests from collectors and place 
them in citrus trees, stretching) 
bamboo rods between the trees so) 
the, ants can travel. 

In Hawaii ants destroy bud 
worms in the cane fields and in 
Arabia they protect tender growth| 
on palm trees from predators. 


Thus it would seem that there 
is a time and place for every sort 
of pest. Who knows, perhaps some 
human pests who seem very an- 
noying to some of us may actually 
be very valuable in some situa- 
tions. 

The moral is, then, that even 
pests should be given an oppor- 
tunity to prove their usefulness. 
Who knows, they may be “preda- 
tors” or even worse pests! ra
